The editor has just received a letter 
from a friend in that quarter, dated Au- 
gust 31, by which we learn some advices 
respecting that very interesting part of 
our-country. We extract the following 
paragraphs: 

“Two parties of surveyors have been 
here six or seven weeks; they left this 
to-day; one party to-run the boundary 
line south between the territory and the 
Indian lands, which has never yet been 
run. After running two leagues square 
for the fort onthe west side of the line 
and river, they commenced in the centre 
of the fort.to run due south to the Àr- 
jkansaw river; the other party proceed 
up the Missouri to the mouth of the 
Caw or Kanseś river, about 30 miles 
above us, whence they commence and 
run due north 10@ miles——thence east un- 
til they strike the waters of the Missis- 
sippi 

The surveyors, while at- this place, 
took the latitude and the variation of the 
compass; the first stands in $9 lon. 5 
min. north latitude. The variation of 
the compass was 11 1-4 deg. east. 
~“ The Indians appear somewhatdissatis- 
fied at our running the lines, not know- 
ing or not wishihg to know what it means 


they signed some years ago. There is 
but little danger. apprehended of their 
commencing hostilities. I believe if 
they cannot frighten, they will not fight 
us. ow 5 

Mr. Chotean, mentiofied in my’ last 
letter to you, was -not defeated,. as re- 
ported, but hada fight; he had 30 men, 
and was attacked ‘by 150 Pawnees ; he 
lost oné man killed, and had four wound- 
ed. He defeated the Indians, who lost 
seven killed, whom he found, and a 
great number wounded; (but supposed 
many more were killed) he brought in 
forty four packs of beaver, or 4,400 
ibs. He has‘returned with a party of a- 
bout 40 men to the mountains, to stay 2 
years. ‘ i 
It is astonishing in what numbers the 
people are flocking to this country from 
every state, and of every description.— 
Boon’s settlement, which a short time 
since comprised only a few scattering 
cabins, im an’ immense forest, and-set- 
tled by the wild and unclutivated, has 
new become a county, with courts of 
justice, and mea of all professions ; 
and will soon resemble a city, with all 
its politeness, comforts, and civilizati- 
on.’

necticut and New-York. ‘The judge 
{ decided, thet-the divorce was obtained 
by the defendantin fraud of the marriage 
contract; that the parties not being both 
resident within the state of Vermont, 
the court of that_state had no jurisdic- 
tion of the subject: matier, and that the 
divorce being granted for causcs not au- 
thorizing one by the laws of this staie, | 
was of no force to our courts. .That it 
accordingly afforded no justification to 
the defendant. He was a married man, 
and his second marriage fraudulent anc 
void. It was proved that the plaintiif 
and herdauchter knew nothing of the 
divource until after the second marriage, 
and that the dofendant had always repre- 
sented his wife to be dead. The cha- 
racter and conduct ofthe defendant was 
proved to have discovered itself to be 
most atrociousand depraved. The jury 
retired a few minutes, and brought in a 
verdict for the plainiiif for 5000 dollars 
damages—the whole amount claimed in 
the declaration. 

The counsel for the defendant have 
taken the case to the supreme court for 
their opinion on the validity of the di- 
vorce; and, should the court «lecide 
against the defendant, avow thcir deter- 
mination to remove the case to the $u- 
preme court of the U. States.
